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player bonus event based upon game scores achieved dur- 
ing a predetermined interval of time. Prizes or winnings, 
such as all or part of a jackpot, is awarded to the winners of 
the bonus round. In one embodiment, players use portable 
devices such as cellular phones to play the game. 
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
